Response to Amendment 

1. In response to applicant's amendment filed 10/14/2003, claims 1, 3, 12, 14, 22, 
24 have been amended and claims 37-44 added. Claims 1-44 are pending. 



2. The indicated allowability of the claims is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Staudemeyer et al (WO 99/29000). Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. Examiner regrets any inconvenience caused to 
applicant.

4. Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Staudemeyer et al (WO 99/29000, whose English-language equivalent Staudemeyer et 
al (6,612,757 B1) will be referred to hereinafter). Staudemeyer et al discloses the 
claimed invention. Note figure 2 which illustrates a substrate (support 24a, 24b, 25)
